MADE BY THE REV. GATES.

N sone D. Rockefeller and himself, 

Rev. Fredérick T. Gates an- 
nounced today he would in due time 
reply to the invitation of (hairman 
Stanley to appear- before the com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives that is investigating the United 
States Steel Corporation.

Considerable interest has been 
recnifested all over the country in 
the promised accounting of this de- 
fense fund. At the time the meeting 
attended by Samuel Gompers and 
Yronk Morrison, secretary of the 
‘American Federation of Labor, was 


* beld in Indianapolis, and it was de- 


cided to ask every union labor man 
to contribute 25 cents, it was prom- 
tvred that when the case was ended 
there would be a full accounting of 
the manner in which the fund had 
been spent. 

A full statement, if made, may show 
what proportion of union labor con- 
tributed te the defense fund. While 
tic figures, as announced, show that 
a fortune was contributed for the de- 
fense, the figures as given out by 
Gompers show that considerably less 
taan one-third of the union labor men 
o; the eountry contributed. It was 
said by the union labor leaders at the 
conference in this city in June that 
$50C,000 would be raised easily among 
the unions. 

The Structural Ironworkers’ Union, 
according to Herbert 8. Hookin, act- 
ing secretary, paid $50,000 into the 
defense fund. A $5 assessment was 
levied on individuals in the. union. 
This would raise $60,000, but Hooken 
explains that this assessment did not 
apply to shop locals, There are four 
of these local unions classed as shop 
locals. The tronworkers during tne 
last two or three months also levied a 
special assessment of fifty cents a 
month on each member. 

Contributions to the defense fund 
‘made by the unions, the general head- 
quarters of which are in Indianapolis, 
apparently were more generous than 
those in other sections of the coun- 
try, if the statements credited to 
Gompers and Morrison that $190,000 
was tone total, are correct. The 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, accord! 
to Frank Duffy, secretary, contriubt 
$15,000 through the general office 
here. Duffy says this does not include 
all contributions made by union car- 
penters, as some contributed through 
the Building Trades Council. The 
United Mine Workers were waging a 
$1,000,000 strike of their own at that 
time, and were also e in nu- 
merous other strikes. @ Barbers’ 
International Union, according to 
Jacob Fischer, secretary-treasurer, 
contributed between $7000 and §8000. 
The International Brotaerhood of 
Teamsters, according to Thomas L. 
Hughes, . international secretary- 
treasurer, contributed $7000. The 
bookbinders put only a few hundred 
dollars into the defense fund. Officers 
of the brewery workers, according to 
some international officers of other 
unions here, paid in $12,000. 

John J. Ke n, State orgahizer of 
the union machiniets, said the union 
machinists paid in, or would pay in, a 
total of about $18,000. At the offices 
of tne Bricklayers’ Union, which ie 
not an American Federation of Labor 
organization, no figures were given 
out. 

The total of all these figures would 
indicate that 760,000 of organized 
union men contributed nearly $140,- 
000 to the deferise fund. It !s also 
pointed out that the remaining one 
million members of the American 
Federation of Labor did not con- 
tribute all the $50,000 balance which 
would go to make up a total of $190,- 
000, for there were other sources of 
revenue. The sale of McNamara but- 
tons was in progress‘all over the 
country and there also was the reve- 
nue from the sale of tne McNamara 
stamps. In addition central bodies all 
ower the country made centributtons.

tion. 

BY NO MEANS SOLVED. 

The action of the committee by no 
means solves the reapportionment 
tangle. While it is believed the meas- 
ure indorsed tonight will pass the As- 
sembly, as the delegation claims a

The Thompson measure allows the 
city loealities, including Los Angeles,

LEMON RATE SUSPENDED. 


Interstate Commerce Conuission 
Orders New Schedule Deferred and 
| Wil Hold Hearing on Subject. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today suspended 
the new lemon rates scheduled to go 
into effect Saturday to Montana and 
northwestern points. Objection was 
made to these rates by the fruit grow- 
ers. Tae commission will hold a hear- 
ing. 

In the language of the order, “It is 
ordered that the commission, upon 
complaint without formal pleading, 
enter upon a hearing concerning the 
propriety of the advance and the law- 
fulness of the rates, charges, regula- 
tions and practices, .stated in the 
schedules contained in eaid tariff. 
viz.: the rates and charges on lemons 
in straight carloads, minimum weight 
26,200 pounds.” 

In connection wita stations speci- 
fied it was further ordered that the 
overation of the schedule specified 
Be suspended and the use of the rates, 
charges and so forth, be deferred un- 
til April 3, 1912. The rates affect the 
Santa Fe, the Southern Pacific and 
other railroads. The rates are re- 
ferred to as “new individual and joint 
rates and charges and new individual 
and joint regulations and practices 
affecting such rates and caarges, to 
become effective December 


MACHINES RULED OUT. 
COACHES MONOPOLIZE PARK. 
[BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—There is 

one place in the United States where 
the automobile is seeking in vain for 
admission. That is the Yosemite Na- 
tional Park. The Interior Depart- 
ment has ‘been receiving numerous 
requests for permission to operate 
automobiles in the park. All of 
these were refused, and it was de- 
cided today “that it is impracticable 
to permit automobiles in the park, 
because their presence would prac- 
tically eliminate travel by stage, the 
roads being in such condition that it 
would be dangerous for teams and 
automobiles to meet.” The depart- 
ment also has made a rule that no 
visitors be allowed to carry firearms 
into the park. Arms will be taken 
at the various outposts and held for 
the owner, or, if he is not coming out 
by the same road, will be sent to the 
superintendent's office in Yosemite. 


MORE SOLDIERS WANTED. 
NOT ENOUGH FOR DEFENSES. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—With a 

splendid and enormously expensive 
system of defense almost completed, 
there are not enough soldiers by 37,- 
352 to provide for even one manning 
detail, according to Gen. FE. M. Weav- 


er, chief of the Coast Artillery, in his 
annual report. Gen. Weaver de- 
clares that unless the necessary 
trained troops are provided for this 
purpose, the vast expenditures for 
Coast defense already made will be 
worse than wasted, since the people 
will have been lulled into a false sense 
of security. Therefore, he wants to 
increase the regular artillery by 675 
officers and 14,684 men, and the Coast 
Artillery militia by 902 officers and 
21,204 men. 


PRIMITIVE PRACTICES. 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
Orders the Railroads to Get Rid 


of Thesh in Car Shortage Cases. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The 'nter- 
state Commerce Commission toaay 
declared its assumption. of jurisdic- 
tion over the practices of a railroad 
or railroads constituting a through 
rate, “affecting the right of the ship- 
per to safe and speedy transportation 
of his freight.” 

The decision was handed down by 
Commissioner Lane in the car-short- 
age case in which the Missouri and 
Illinois Coal Company complained of 
the embargo established last winter 
by the Illinois Central against the 
shipment of coal from mines on its 
iine in Illinois to points in Missouri. 

The railroad’s defense was that, if 
it allowed its cars to go to lines in 
Missouri, the cars would be confis- 
cated and the Illinois Central would 
not have sufficient equipment to con- 
duct its local business. 

The commission holds “that the 
temporary confiscation by carriers of 
the cars of other roads and the plac- 
ing of embargoes against cars being 
sent off the lines of the owners are 
alike unlawful and the railroads are 
expected to make such rules for the 
return of cars as will terminate such 
abuses.” 

Under this decision all the car in- 
terchange rules of the American [Rail- 
way Association become subject to the 
regulations of the commission, afford- 
ing it absolute jurisdiction over the 
transportation as well as the charges 
of all freight. 

The committee holds that an em- 
bargo may be justifiable because of the 
physical inability of the carrier to deal 
with traffic which overwhelms it. 
The opinion continues: 

“But an embargo placed against 
connecting carriers because of their 
failure promptly to return cars is not 
consonant with the service which the 
carriefs are required by law to give. 

“The commerce of this country can- 
not be conducted under a system of 
railroad operation based upon such 
primitive practices of warfare as 
reprisal and embargo. Such methods 
are not the expression of civilization, 
which leads to order, system and cer- 
tainty, but are the loose and archaic 
methods of a disorganized industrial 
system.”

RECOMMENDED. 


Comptroller Reports Dishon- 
est Banking Practices. 


Business of Year Not Up to 
Average in Increase. 


Vast Stock of Precious Metal 
Held by Government. 


[BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The gen- 
eral business of the country, as re- 
flected in banking operations, 


annual report of Lawrence O. Mur- 
ray, Comptroller of the Currency, sub- 
mitted to Congress today. Mr. Mur- 
ray records a steady growth in the 
volume of business and the establish- 
ment of some high records in this 
connection. He points out, however, 
that while augmenting some of the 
important elements of banking during 
the year, business did not reach the 
average of increase for the last ten 
years. 

The Comptroller makes the star- 
tling declaration that “the dishonest 
practice by officers of national banks 
of receiving personal compensations 
for loans made by the bank is a grow- 
ing evil and has already reached such 
proportions as to call for criminal leg- 
igiation on the subject. 

“In this manner,” he adds, “either 
the bank is defrauded of lawful in- 
terest whica it would otherwise re- 
ceive, or usurious interest is exacted 
of a borrower by a corrupt officer. A 
geeret reward to the officers is some- 
times a deliberate bribe for obtaining 
a loan on insufficient security.” 
WOULD IMPRISON OFFENDERS. 

Mr. Murray urges that the taking of 
@noney or other valuables in this con- 
nection by a bank officer be made an 
offense punishable by imprisonment. 

The aggregate amount of assets of 
the national banks increased during 
the year approximately $553,258,000, 
or 5.63 per cent. Loans and discounts, 
the biggest item in a bank's resources, 
increased 3.59 per cent. in the face 
of an average ten-year increase of 
6.52 per cent” Individual deposits. 
representing 53 per cent. of a bank's 
liabilities. reached the highest point 
in history on September 1, $5,489,- 
995,011. This high record, however, 
was an increase of only 6.69 per cent. 
over the previous year as compared 
with a ten-year average of 7.49.

eft stock of gold and silver in the 
world, according to statistics submit- 
ted by Mr. Murray for the calendar 
year 1910. The total aggregate of 
gold in possession of the principal 
countries was $6,.604,100.000, of which 
the United States held $1,710,000,000, 
or 26 per cent. of the total. The 
total supply of silver was $2,599,500,-

FARMERS TESTIFY IN HEARING 
OF COMMITTEE.

Declare Their Dissatisfaction With 
Refining Company, Which They 


Say Imposes Impossible Conditions 
in Contracts and Prevents the 
Growers from Getting Their Share 
of Industry's Profits. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The rami- 


| fications of the investigation of the 


sugar trust by the House Investigating 
Committee today took it into the war 
between the sugar beet growers of 
Colorado and the Great Western Sugar 
Company. Witnesses for the farmers 
insisted that the farmers were not get- 
ting their share of the profits of the 
sugar industry. James Bodkin of 
Meade, Colo., bitterly denounced the 
sugar refinery and its methods. 

He refused to retract statements 
previously made that the cheapest 
kind of labor was transported from 
the slums of the cities to the fields. 

E. W. Combs of Fort Morgan, Colo., 
urged retention of the tariff. “Keep 
the tariff on and protect us from the 
interests,” said he, “and I will double 
the number of sugar refineries in Colo- 
rado in three years.” 

FARMERS HOSTILE TO REFINER. 

Mr. Combs, one of a committee of 
three sugar beet growers from his 
State, said that as a rule the farmers 
were hostile to the Great Western 
Sugar Company. 

“We can raise enough sugar.’ he 
said, ‘“‘to supply the country. What 
we need is an assurance that the sugar 
interests cannot squeeze us out.” 
He described the methods by which 
the sugar. refineries stifled competi- 
tion. He told of one independent re- 
finery which failed because of lack of 
capital, caused by the failure of a 
sugar official to advance the money 
he had promised. 

The committee heard testimony 
designed to show that in some States 
sugar beet culture is a “hot-house” 
industry. 

The farmers who are attending the 
committee session contended that 
they are not given a reasonable prof- 
it on their sugar beet crop and they 
want an increase in the price per ton 
delivered to the sugar mills. 

IMPOSSIBLE STIPULATIONS. 

Mr Bodkin told the committee that 
the -contracts between beet farmers 
and sugar refiners were drawn to com- 
pel the farmer to violate them as soon 
as the beet crop was planted. One 
stipulation, he said, was that the farm- 
er must protect his beets from ‘“‘sun- 
light and frost.” 

“The only way to live up to that 
would be to keep the beets under my 
bed,.”’ said Mr. Bodkin. 

The witness under examination by 
Representative Fordney declared the 
farmers had difficulty in getting a 
scientific test of their sugar beets ex- 
cept by customers of the Great West- 
ern Sugar Company. He said the 
company had such influence with the 
Colorado Agricultural -Department 
that the farmers could not get a pri-

ANTA MONICA, Dec. 7.—The hu- 
man bones found in Temescal 
Canyon Sunday were consigned

SUNDAY FLIGHT 
MUCH OPPOSED. 


Long Beach Ministers Don’t 
Like the Idea. 


Rodgers Must Complete to 
Get His Money. 


Whaler Returns With Story 
of Escape. 


LONG BBACH, Dec. 7.—The an- 
nouncement made today that Aviator 
Cal P. Rodgers would finish his 
transcontinental flight to Long Beach 
on Sunday from Compton came as a 
surprise to the local organizations 
which made the original arrange- 
ments, as nothing had been heard 
from Rodgers since the arrangements 
to fly on the Saturday following 
Thanksgiving fell through.

WHALERS RETURN. 

Capt. J. D. Loop and his whaling 
crew returned from the west side of 
Catalina Island this morning empty- 
handed and disgusted. Yesterday 
evening they ran into a school of fin- 
back whales or “Oregon finners” and 
killed one, but the fin-backs, unlike 
other whales, sink when killed and

The first echo of the municipal 
election of last Tuesday was heard 
yesterday when Louis Hansen, of Sah 
Pedro, a former sea captain, started 
out with a petition to have San Pedro 
and Terminal Island made a borough 
of Los Angeles city.

It would not separate the port 
region from the city, but would mere- 
ly give it control of its own affairs 
in much the same gense that a coun- 
ty or a chartered city has tn the State. 
Neither would it require a vote of the 
whole city to put it into effect,

PORT OF CALL 
FOR ROYAL MAIL 


Trans-Oceanic Line's Vessels 
to Stop Here. 


Three Hundred Freighters 
from South and East. 


Espee -Enjoins Lowering of 
San Pedro Rates. 


Confirmation of the statement re- 
cently made by The Times that the 
Royal Mail Steamship Company of 
London would extend its lines from 
abroad and from South America to 
the port of Los Angeles was made yes- 
terday by E. J. Martin Nash, Ameri- 
can and Canadian representative of 
the great English steamship com- 
pany, now in the city. 

This big corporation operates 300 
steamers on seven routes with an ag- 
gregate gross tonnage of 1,000,000, the 
company doing practically all of the 
freight trade around South America. 

The purpose of the Royal Mail to 
make San Pedro a port of cal! will be 
realized when the Pamana Canal is 
completed, when it is expected that 
practically every great steamship line 
in the country will anchor there on 
regular schedules, making the port 
one of the greatest in the world. 

Nash spent yesterday as the guest 
of officers of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in an inspection: of the harbor. 

“No city in the world has better 
prospects for growth and develop- 
ment than Los Angeles,” said Nash 
at the Alexandria last night. “Our 
company has under consideration es- 
tablishing a line of steamers making 
Los Angeles a port of call, not only 
for ships coming through the Pan- 
ama Canal from Europe, but also our 
lines from South American ports. We 
realize that Los Angeles is expanding 
as @ great center for passenger traffic 
and is bound to astonish the world 
with its development of a great freight 
traffic. I am particularly interested 
in the prospects for fruit shipments. 
We will have to be assured of suffi- 
elent depth of water to handle our 
ships, but that is a problem for your 
elty to work out. If I am to judge 
by what I have seen and heard about 
the spirit and progressiveness of the 
city, I foresee that it will be readily 
accomplished.”’ 

Nash expressed himself as being 
Smpressed with the ease with which 
the harbor can be developed and bring 
deep water up 1? the docks, a neces- 
sity for the loading and unloading of 
deep-sea freighters. 


TAGGING FREIGHT. 
MOVEMENT EXPEDITED. 

A means:of expediting the move- 
ment of freight, originated by G. F. 
Rtichardson, superintendent of trans- 
portation of the Southern Pacific, is 
now being utilized. By a system of 
manifest tags the railroad can inform 
a shipper of the exact position of his 
carload of products anywhere between 
California and Chicago at any time. 

Through freight from both South- 
ern and Northern California points is 
now being delivered in Chicago on 
the morning of the eighth day after 
being loaded. The card with the 
word “manifest” insures its speed 
and if, for any reason it becomes nec- 
essary for one of these cars to be 
taken out of a train for repairs, the 
ecard is an order to the conductor of 
the next train that passes to pick it 
up and take it on to Chicago. 


New Train Appreciated. 

' Traffic and operating officials of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad are receiv- 
ing many congratulations upon the 
unusually favorable beginning of tae 
first de luxe train service on the Pa- 
cific Coast. The new train started 
Monday from New Orleans and Tues- 
day from San Francisco, the first 
train being scheduled to reach New 
Orleans this morning. The Sunset 
Limited is a semi-weekly train in 
each direction, leaving San Francisco 
Tuesdays and Fridays at 6 p.m., Los 
Angeles Wednesdays and Saturdays at 
8:15 a.m., and arriving in New Or- 
leans Fridays and Mondays at 7:20 
pm. West-bound the train leaves 
New Orleans Mondays and Thursdays 
at 12:30 noon, arriving in Los Angeles 
Wednesdays and Saturdays at 8:45 
p.m, and San Francisco Thursdays and 
Sundays at 11 a.m. 

H. R. Judah, assistant general pas- 
senger agent in San Francisco, ac- 
companied the first eastbound train 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles. 
Fr. E. Batturs, general passenger 
agent in Los Angeles, is in charge of 
the train for the run from Los An- 
geles to New Orleans. The Santa Fe 
Railroad will put in operation a de 
luxe train between Chicago and Los 
Angeles next week, the first train 
etarting from Chicago December 12. 
It will be run twice a week and an 
excess farg of $25 will be charged. 


Rates Are Enjoincd. 

The expected appeal to the courts 
in the decision of the State Board of 
Railroad Commissiohers reducing 
freight rates between Los Angeles and 
San Pedro has been taken. The 
Southern Pacific secured an order in 
San Francisco yesterday restraining 
the commissioners from enforcing the 
reduction in rates The commission- 
ers have been cited to appear Mouday 
to show cause why the restraining or- 


_@er. should not be made permanent. 


The rates were reduced about 50 per 
cent. No order was. made reducing 
rates on tae Salt Lake Railroad be- 


tween the points named, but if the 


Espee has to reduce rates the Salt 
Lake will have to do likewise to hold 
the business.

THIEF FLEES QUARRY, FALLS 
INTO HANDS OF LAW. 


Robbers Who Held Up Pawnshop 
Are Captured as Result of Subse- 
quent Job—Man Who Runs Afoul 
of Patrolman Reveals Brother's 


Hiding Place. 


In the arrest of Alfred and Louis 
Martinez the police believe they have 
the men who robbed the Eagle pawn- 
shop last Friday of $90 and several 
watches, after having attacked and 
beaten K. Perelson, who was in 
charge of the place. Other crimes are 
also laid at their door, one of which 
is a daylight street robbery, and the 
doings of the pair will be thoroughly 
investigated before they are taken to 
court. 

Louis Martinez was arrested by De- 
tective Fitegerald Wednesday after- 
noon near San Fernando street and 
Bellevue avenue, shortly after Al- 
phonse Ferry, living at No. 430 North 
Main street, had been knocked down 
and robbed of his watch. Circumstan- 
tial evidence connects Martinez ewith 
the case. 

The arrest of Louis was followed 
by the taking in custody of his broth- 
er, Alfred, yesterday morning, and 
they were identified by Perelson as 
the men who had attacked him in 
the Eagle pawnshop ond. robbed the 
shop of al) its cash. 

Though the police had worked on 
the pawnshop robbery ,they had 
learned but little about the identity 
of the robbers before Wednesday. It 
made little difference, however, for 
while Detective Fitzgerald was walk- 
ing on San Fernando street late on 
Wednesday afternoon, a Mexican run- 
ning rapidly collided with him. Fitz- 
gerald grasped the man by the arm 
and asked him why he was ina 
hurry. The Mexican did not reply, 
and the detective took him to a pool- 
room near by to summon the patrol! 
wagon. The Mexican was searched 
and two watches were found, one of 
which answered the description of a 
watch taken from the Eagle pawn- 
shop, and the other was identified a 
few minutes later by Ferry, who had 
recovered from the blow he had re- 
ceived on the head and had gone to 
the poolroom to notify the police. 
Ferry had secured but; a fleeting 
glimpse of Martinez, as he had been 
struck from ‘behind, but _he declared 
that Fitegerald’s prisoner was his as- 
sailant. 

Louis was made to tell where his 
brother was in hiding, and the latter 
was also arrested. The police believe 
the pair has operated in the city for 
several weeks, and efforts are being 
made to secure the necessary evi- 
dence. 

The Eagle pawnshop was robbed of 
about $1500 worth of watches and 
jewelry in August, 1910, and Harry 
J. Nau and Peter Vorath were later 
arrested and convicted.

Birdmen to Make a Winter 


Capital of City. 


World’s Best Flyers Due in 


January. 


Plans Formed Last Night for 


Event. 


Last night arrangements were com- 


pleted which makes It certain that Los 


Angeles will have a big aviation meet 
during January. 
Plans which have been slowly ma- 


turing for the last month or so came 
to @ head at a meeting held at the 


Alexandria Hotel and the final ateps 
taken which assures the big meet be- 
ing held. 

The meet will be held during the last 
two weeks in January and will be un- 
der the management of Dick: Ferris, 
who had charge of the first aviation 
meet held in America in 1910, and 
which astounded the world by the 
feats achieved by the flyers. 

A campaign will be started today 
with the end in view of securing the 
greatest aviators of America and Eu- 
rope. All of the famous birdmen will 
be invited to participate, and such an 
attractive list of prizes will be offered 
and such a variety of events from cross 
country flights to speed tests and alti- 
tude attempts, that the greatest in the 
new profession will be attracted. 

A good feature of the meet will be 
that there will be no subsidy asked 
from the business men of Los Angeles. 
It will be what has been termed 3&3 
“peoples’ meet,” and the entire ex- 
pense will be met by the gate receipts. 
The price of admission has been 
lowered to 50 cents. 

The assurance is given that sufficient 
money has been guaranteed by pri- 
vate individuals to warrant the big 
purses to be offered, and these will be 
made as attractive as possible. 

At the meeting last night the lead- 
ing aviators and aerial enthusiasts of 
Southern California were present and 
placed the management of the big 
affair in the hands of Dick Ferris. 

Ferris made the first aviation meet 
in Los Angeles such a success from 
both the financial and scientific sides 
that it has been a standard whereby 
other meets throughout the country 
have been compared. 

The Wrights and other camps will 
be asked to participate, and as South- 
ern California will be practically the 
only place in the United States where 
fiying will be safe or even possible dur-. 
ao. months, it is expected 

all will immediately accept the 
invitation to come here for the Janu- 
ary meeting. 

One of the big features of the meet 
will be the cross-country run of 150 
miles, which will be routed to take in 
many of the foothill cities with the fin- 
ish at the aviation field. There will 
also be speed contests, and little at- 
tention will be paid to fancy aerial 
stunts. 

“Holding an aviation meet is the 
same as the show business,” said 
Ferris last night. “It takes men who 
ere experienced in the show business 
to make a success of these affairs.

T MAY or may no‘ be known } 
| that the famous name of Gully, | 

or at all events many persons of 
prominence in England of that name, 
descended from a celebrated prize 
fighter, John Gully, who literally 
fonght his way out of a debtors’ | 
prison, fought in the ring, got a good | 
start in life, acquired money, turned 
this into a fortune on the race course, | 
had an important country seat, was | 
prominent in political circles, and | 
eventually became a respected mem- 
ber of Parliament, and capped every- 
thing by winning the Derby twice. | 
I do not suppose there is a parallel | 
for such a career in the sporting | 
world, nor for the matter of that, in 
the history of any human being of | 
modern times. John Gully was dis- / 
covered in prison or dett. He had 
been a butcher and. failed in busi- 
ness.
